- BY ONE WORD 


Spelling Mistake Is 
Made on Advice of 
Deputy Attorney 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 29.— 
What amounts to practical sabo- 
tage of the referendum campaign 
to repeal the Criminal Syndical- 
ism Act, on the part of the office 
of State Attorney General U. S. 
Webb, was revealed today by the 
state offices of the repeal came 
paign committee, when it was 
forced to call in all referendum 


petitions so far issued. 


Due to an error in one word, 
made at the suggestion of Deputy 
Attorney General Darwin Bryan, 
3000 petitions already issued must 
be withdrawn and new petitions 
ssued to conform with the advice 
of the Legislative Counsel's office 
of Sacramento. 


All individual and organiza- 
tions who have been circulat- 
ing petitions are urged to hold 
them until the new ones are 
ready, and then visit each voter 
who has already signed on the 
old petitions for the purpose of 
getting them to sign again. 

When this has been done, the 
State Conference For Repeal 
of the C. S. Act asks that the 
old petitions be brought in or 
mailed to 68 Haight Street, San 
Francisco, or to the Southern 
California Councils for Consti- 
tutional Rights, 129 West Sec- 
ond Street, Room 326, Los An- 
geles. 


NOT DISHEARTENED 
“This error by the Attorney 
General's office, be it. intentional 
“ ounintentional, jis naturally a 
blow to our campaign,” said Her- 
vert Nugent, secretary of 
State Conference. 


“Put instead of becoming dis- 
heartened by t'his temporary set- 
back, we must and will let it act 
as a spur to our efforts. We must 
resolve to get 240,000 signatures 
y June 10th, which will act as 
240,000 blows against fascist trends 
and reaction in California.” 


The error in the petitions was 
made at Bryan’s insistence that 
the word “proscribe” be changed 
to “prescribe” in the title of the 
C. S., Act, which was done, 


Subsequently a letter from Fred 
B. Wood, State Legislative Coun- 
sel, established that the correct 
word is “proscribe,* and warned 

. . the use of a word ‘having 
practically the opposite meaning 
of the correct word in the title of 
the act proposed to be repealed, 
may conceivably be held to be 
misleading and result in vitiating 
the petition.” 


FOOL OR LIAR? 


Bryan had originally insisted, 
on April 16th last, to a committee 
composed of Nugent and Mrs, 
Beatrice Kinkead from the National 
Committee for the Defense of 
Political. Prisoners, that “there is 
no such word as proscribe.” 

The official title of the C. S. 
Law is: “An act defining criminal 
syndicalism and sabotage, proscrib- 
ing certain acts and methods in 
‘connection therewith and in pur- 
suance thereof and providing pens 
alties and punishment therefor.”
